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PROCEEDINGS: 


GATHERING: 


Bishop Harvey welcomed the members of the Louisiana Conference to the Called 
Special Session. She introduced Rev. Dr. Van Stinson, Assistant to the Bishop, and Mr. 
George “Buzzy” Anding, Conference Chancellor, who were present in the studio with 
her. Bishop Harvey reminded all that the Order of the Day was set for 11:00 am, and 
that only registered and approved members of the Louisiana Conference were allowed 
to vote. Only those persons were to have received a link to the ZOOM webinar portal, 
and that each person should have their own device with which to vote (computer, cell 
phone, etc.) At this time, Bishop Harvey introduced Ms. Laura Poarch, Video Director & 
Editor with GNTV, to offer instructions on how to vote using the ZOOM polling 
mechanism platform. Ms. Poarch conducted a practice vote, so that everyone became 
familiar with the voting procedure. Once Bishop Harvey states “the poll is now closed”, 
the votes will be calculated and a GNTV representative will announce the results of the 
vote. Bishop Harvey then asked for all join her for a time of worship. 


CALL TO WORSHIP: 


Bishop: Together, we have become who we have become. 

And this particular moment does not dismiss our journey. 

For the years and the gatherings, growth and investments, bless you. 

For the connection and prayers, challenges and company, bless you.

We are confused, sad, and 
nursing deep wounds. 

But we come together today, remembering that you have been faithful to us 
since the very beginning. 


A few years ago a pastor describe us as a colony of porcupines huddled

And today, we find that our quills have grown too long to continue to enjoy each 
other’s warmth. 

And while it seems impossible that separation could be your will for us, we have 
prayed and discerned and some have determined that this is the best way to limit 
harm to ourselves and others. 

We come, today confessing that we are a people who see but dimly, as if through a 
mirror, but we trust that you see with perfect clarity. 

We come as a stubborn, hard-hearted people unable to be your beloved community 
and yet trusting in your grace. 

We come here today as a people longing to do your work. Ready to prepare an 
offering for you, which we know will be imperfect, which we know will fall short. 

And we stand firm in our faith in you as our all-powerful miracle worker, who 
continues to create and work through us. 

And just as you have for millennia, we know that you will take our offering and use it 
for the good of your Kingdom. 

We pray that your power is already moving ahead of us into this virtual space. 

Pour out your grace on us today, Lord. Let it begin to sooth wounds that will take a 
while yet to heal. 

We ask these things in the name of your Son Jesus Christ who died for us while we 
were still sinners, proving your love for us and all of your creation.

DEVOTION: 


Bishop Harvey gave the following devotion: 
Greetings friends. | thank you again for carving time out today for this very important 
and Holy work. | also acknowledge that with the staying does come pain; 
relationships have been splintered, legacies have been compromised, tensions have 
run high, disagreements have occurred, and harm has been done. Forgive us, oh 
God, we pray. | am thankful to the District Superintendents who have done their very 
best to guide this process with integrity, while allowing the local churches to do their 
work. They did their best to offer resources and accurate information. They did their 
best to dispel rumors, calm the chaos, but at the end of the day, this is the hard work 
of a local congregation and their leaders. This process has not been perfect, yet in 
the midst of chaos and pain, | am more convinced than ever, that God can still make 
something of this and of us. My prayer is that God will make something of this space 
and time today to free us for joyful obedience in context in which we serve. There is 
one thing that cannot be separated, disaffiliated, or withdrawn from, and that is God’s 
great love for us, and | pray that we can say that about one another as well. We have 
to continue to ask ourselves these two very important questions: How will we be with 
God, and, how will we be with one another? 


As | was preparing for today, you have to know that this day comes with very 
bittersweet feelings for me. | never imagined that this would be the way that we 
would spend our last moments together. This will be my last time with you as an 
Annual Conference. As most of you know, | will be returning to Texas in January for 
my new episcopal assignment. You have been patient, grace filled, loving, 
welcoming, and hospitable to me and my family. | know that you will extend that 
same love, grace, hospitality, and welcome for Bishop Williamston. | will miss you, 
and as | said in an earlier piece that | wrote, you have become a part of the fabric of 
our lives that has been woven into our hearts, and it will not ever be taken from us. 
We will take you with us and we will leave a part of us with you. So, with our 
imminent move in mind, this reflection | share with you this morning has taken a slight 
shift. | searched the Scriptures for this day, for words that would capture this 
moment, and would also capture my deepest love for the Louisiana Conference. | 
started with Lamentations. God’s great love and compassion never fail; they are new 
every morning. Great is Thy faithfulness. No matter what happens in our lives, our 
churches, our conferences, God’s love never fails and every day is a new day. Now 
fear has been present in our processes in these last few months. Fear of change, 
fear of uncertainty, fear of hurricanes, fear of the unknown, fear. Decision making 
based on fear is never good. So let us be reminded that Scripture mentions fear 
almost 400 times, so it must be important for us if we’re expected to remember 400 
times that fear is mentioned. It must be important. Isaiah 41 says “Fear not, for God 
is with us. Be not dismayed, for this is our God.” | love the word “dismayed”. It’s not 
used very much anymore. Be not dismayed, do not be dismayed, or do not feel 
stressed. Anxiety, anxiety, especially when the unexpected occurs. We have had a 
lot of unexpected things happen. This day is an unexpected day for many of us. If 
someone had told some of you clergy at your ordination “take authority, in the name 
of the Father, the Son, and the Holy Spirit, and do not be dismayed if one day you will 
vote for the disaffiliation of fifty-eight churches in your conference”, you might not 
have done it. Fear not, for God is with you, and God is for you. So | just kept writing, 
one Scripture after another. Romans 8 reminds us that no matter what, “nothing, not 
a thing, can separate us from the love of God.” Not disaffiliation or withdrawal. We 
cannot be separated from God, and | also believe, that as the body of Christ, as 
faithful followers of Jesus, we remain inextricably connected and cannot be separated 
from one another. We don’t have to agree on everything, but if we agree on the 
basics — on the life, death, and resurrection of Jesus, and the indwelling of the Holy 
Spirit — that ought to keep us connected. So as difficult as these moments are, God 
will never leave us or forsake us. Deuteronomy 31 gives us the assurance that God 
is with us and we have nothing to fear. Hebrews 10, “let us hold unswervingly to the 
hope we profess for God who promised his faithfulness”. There’s a level of 
encouragement and comfort in these words “God is faithful, and will hold to the 
promises God had made. And finally, from Psalm 23, “surely goodness and mercy 
Shall follow us all the days of our lives, and we will dwell in the house of the Lord 
forever’. “Surely” it says. Not maybe, not kind of sort of, but “surely” God will follow 
us to the end, and lead us into the arms of our Creator, where we will dwell forever. 


Friends, today is not about votes. While our polity calls for us to vote on these 
matters, it is really about our continued faithfulness in the God who never leaves us, 
who has never separated from us. The God who reminds us over and over again 
that we should not fear. We come today because we disagree on a few things, but | 
am still convinced that we agree on more than we disagree. You know that this day 
pains me beyond all words, and if | had it my way, we wouldn't even be here today. 
No one would disaffiliate; no one would leave the United Methodist Church. But we 
would add another leaf to the table and bring more chairs. What | count on is, that 
wherever we land, that God’s promises will continue to be present in our lives and all 
that we do. Great is God’s faithfulness. Great is God’s faithfulness. Morning by 
morning, new mercies we will see. All we will ever need, God has already provided. 
| give thanks for you and for your presence in this Conference, and in my life. Thank 
you. 


Bishop Harvey’s devotion was followed by a video of Rev. Micky Cloud, Deacon and 
Minster of Music at Trinity UMC, Ruston, playing Hymn #553, Are We Yet Alive, from 
the United Methodist Hymnal. 


OPENING MOTIONS: 


Bishop Harvey reminded all, that because of the narrow scope of the Call, which is to 
ratify the recommendations of the Board of Trustees, only the work that is germane to 
this Session shall be done. Bishop Harvey informed the Conference that the District 
Superintendents have certified the process, including all votes that were taken, and that 
each Church, as well as the Board of Trustees, have confirmed and agreed that the 
process of 2553 has been satisfied. Bishop Harvey then invited Rev. Dr. Tom Dolph, 
Conference Secretary, to present the organizing motions as follows: 


1. That the Roll Call of the Conference consist of the Annual Conference members who 
have been vetted by the Conference Secretary and log on via credentials provided by 
GNTV. Further, that the bar of the Conference is set as the ZOOM webinar platform 
established by GNTV and implemented on November 12, 2022 beginning at 9:00 am. 


2. That those who are authorized to participate in this Called Special Session of the 
Louisiana Conference of The United Methodist Church (2016 BOD ['s 601, 602, 603, 
604, 605, & 606) on Saturday, November 12, 2022 hereby consent to proceed in a 
virtual annual conference session using remote technology, and further consent that 
all decisions made in this session will have the same effect and authority as an in- 
person session of the Annual Conference under the terms of the Constitution of The 
United Methodist Church within the laws of the Church, and within the Rules of Order 
of the Louisiana Annual Conference and are, therefore, legal and binding actions of 
the Louisiana Annual Conference. 


3. That the Resolutions for Disaffiliation be voted on in globo. 


4. That the agenda be set as presented in the delegate information packet, and that 
the Bishop be empowered to adjust the agenda as deemed necessary to complete the 
work of the Conference. 


Bishop Harvey called for the vote — Do you approve the opening motions? 
The motion passed: YES — 496; NO-4 


TRUSTEE’S RESOLUTION: 


Bishop Harvey asked Mrs. Michelle Sauls, Chairperson of the Board of Trustees, to 
present the Report of the Board of Trustees. The report, which can be found beginning 
on page 1 of the Delegate Information Packet, contains the disaffiliation resolutions that 
are to be voted on during this Called Special Session of the Louisiana Conference of 
The United Methodist Church. In addition to the resolutions, there is a total financial 
summary of the churches disaffiliating by District and exit liability category. The list of 
payments by each church is presented on pages 43-44 of the report. Mrs. Sauls went 
on to state that ...... Mrs. Sauls proceeded to read the resolution, as it would apply to 
all churches, before the District Superintendent of each Louisiana Conference district, 
read the names of those disaffiliating churches from their district. 

Bishop Harvey invited each D.S. to name the churches disaffiliating from their district. 
After naming, they will lead the following liturgy.

MOTION & VOTE: 


Mrs. Sauls made the motion to ratify the fifty-eight (58) resolutions for disaffiliation. 
Bishop Harvey then took a moment to make sure that all questions specifically 
pertaining to this vote. There seemed to be a few questions concerning the process of 
disaffiliation that was followed using paragraph 2553. Bishop Harvey explained that the 
District Superintendents engage the local church in conversation before they begin, to 
ensure that the church has a clear understanding, that the process of disaffiliation they 
wish to begin is guided by paragraph 2553 in the Book of Discipline. The fifty-eight (58) 
disaffiliation agreements, that are ready to be signed following the vote, have been 
agreed to, certified, and verified by each local church, as to having followed the 
guidelines set forth in paragraph 2553, and that the Trustees, as well as the District 
Superintendents, have reviewed and certified all of the documents submitted. The 
effective date of disaffiliation of these fifty-eight (58) churches is January 1, 2023. 
There were other questions concerning church conference voting procedures, the 
handling of church property per the disaffiliation agreement that was amended and 
approved by the Annual Conference in 2021, and the status of clergy (elders, deacons, 
and local pastors) serving in disaffiliating churches. Bishop Harvey addressed the 
question of what happens to those who wish to remain United Methodist, by stating that 
there are several ways to connect: StayingUMC.org to connect with another UM 
congregation, transferring of membership to the Louisiana Conference until a new 
church home is found, and possible new church starts in strategic areas. At this time, 
the question was called, so Bishop Harvey called for the vote on the motion presented: 


Motion: Call the question (requires 2/3 vote) 
Motion passed 


Bishop Harvey asked that the names of the disaffiliation churches be presented once 
more, and that prayers be offered for those churches by those whose lives have been 
impacted by them. At this time, Bishop Harvey called for the vote on the motion 
presented by the Board of Trustees. 


Motion: Do you approve the resolutions ratifying the work of the Conference 
Board of Trustees and the votes of the local churches? 
Motion passed: Yes — 487; No — 35 


Following the vote, Bishop Harvey invited Mrs. Michelle Sauls to share the following 
responsive litany: 


Remember the scripture, which encourages us: “Do not be anxious about anything, 
but in every situation, by prayer and petition, with thanksgiving, we present our 
requests to God. 
And the peace of God, which transcends all understanding, will guard our 
hearts and our minds in Christ Jesus.” 


CLOSING REMARKS: 


Bishop Harvey offered words of thanks for the faithfulness of the fifty-eight (58) 
churches that were just approved for disaffiliation, and that they go with the blessings of 
the Louisiana Conference, and a reminder that they are still United Methodist churches 
until December 31, 2022. She asked that they please use this time with grace, do no 
harm, do good, and stay in love with God. To those who have been displaced by 
having their church disaffiliate and wish to remain as United Methodist, Bishop Harvey 
restated that “there is a home for you; we will help you find that home, and you have not 
been forgotten.” She stated that the Louisiana Conference is actively and strategically 
working to plant new churches by experimenting with pop-ups and new expressions of 
Methodism for those who are looking for a new church home. For the churches that are 
in the discernment process, she asked that they “use this time well’, and that they 
present balanced and true information. If materials or resources are needed on 
remaining United Methodist, information can be found on the Louisiana Conference 
website, “for that is who we are”. Bishop Harvey reminded all that 2553 does not expire 
until December 31, 2023, and asked that those churches still in discernment “use this 
time with grace, do no harm, do good, and stay in love with God”. For the churches that 
are remaining, she asked that they “make space at the table for those that disagree with 
you as well as those that agree with you, for there should always be room at the table of 
grace”. She asked that those churches remaining continue to be faithful to the United 
Methodist Church, and to also “use this time for grace, do no harm, do good, and stay in 
love with God”. 


BENEDICTION: 


Bishop Harvey closed this Called Special Session with the following benediction: 


The Lord bless you and keep you; the Lord make his face shine on you and 
be gracious to you; the Lord turn his face toward you and give you peace. 
Amen. 


CONFERENCE BOARD OF TRUSTEES REPORTS (CBOT): 


On August 25, 2022, Bishop Cynthia Fierro Harvey called for a special session of the 2022 Annual 
Conference to be conducted through a virtual format on Saturday, November 12, 2022 from 9am to noon. 
The sole purpose of this special session is for voting on the Louisiana Conference Board of Trustees’ 
recommendations for approving churches wishing to disaffiliatie per paragraph 2553 of the Book of 


Discipline.

Bethel United Methodist Church, Deville, LA— Alexandria District 


WHEREAS, pursuant to Book of Discipline Paragraph 2553, and at a duly noticed and called church 
conference, Bethel United Methodist Church, (GCFA number 709208 and Conference number 2100) with 
a municipal address of 125 Bethel Road, Deville, LA 71328 by at least a two thirds majority vote of the 
professing members of that local church present, voted to disaffiliate from the United Methodist Church; 
and 


WHEREAS, the terms and conditions of that disaffiliation were duly established by the La. Annual 
Conference Board of Trustees, with the advice of the cabinet, the annual conference treasurer, the annual 
conference benefits officer, the director of connectional ministries, and the annual conference chancellor, 
and were memorialized in a disaffiliation agreement executed by and between the annual conference and 
the trustees of the local church, acting on behalf of its members, which disaffiliation agreement is consistent 
with the provisions of the Standard Disaffiliation Agreement promulgated and published by the General 
Council on Finance and Administration of The United Methodist Church and such additional standard terms 
as have been established by the La. Annual Conference Board of Trustees and approved by the Louisiana 
Annual conference; and 


WHEREAS, a local church may not sever its connectional relationship to the United Methodist Church 
without the consent of its annual conference, and United Methodist Judicial Council Decision No. 1379 thus 
requires ratification of a disaffiliation agreement by a simple majority of the members of the annual 
conference present and voting: 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the Louisiana Annual Conference of The United Methodist Church, 
South Central Jurisdiction, in Annual Conference assembled, that the disaffiliation agreement executed by 
and between the Louisiana Annual Conference and the Trustees of Bethel United Methodist Church, be, 
and the same is hereby, ratified and approved; and, upon satisfaction of its terms and payment of all 
consideration provided therein, that two members of the Louisiana Annual Conference Board of Trustees 
are hereby authorized to execute any document(s) necessary to release any claims that the Louisiana 
Annual Conference may have under Book of Discipline Paragraph 2501 and other paragraphs of The Book 
of Discipline of The United Methodist Church, commonly referred to as the trust clause, upon and as to the 
property of Bethel United Methodist Church and its successor. 


Resolution Two 
For Approval of Disaffiliation: 
Beulah United Methodist Church, Marthaville, LA— Alexandria District 


WHEREAS, pursuant to Book of Discipline Paragraph 2553, and at a duly noticed and called church 
conference, Beulah United Methodist Church, (GCFA number 709551 and Conference number 2400) with 
a municipal address of 2279 Highway 487, Marthaville, LA 71450-3125 by at least a two thirds majority vote 
of the professing members of that local church present, voted to disaffiliate from the United Methodist 
Church; and 


WHEREAS, the terms and conditions of that disaffiliation were duly established by the La. Annual 
Conference Board of Trustees, with the advice of the cabinet, the annual conference treasurer, the annual 
conference benefits officer, the director of connectional ministries, and the annual conference chancellor, 
and were memorialized in a disaffiliation agreement executed by and between the annual conference and 
the trustees of the local church, acting on behalf of its members, which disaffiliation agreement is consistent 
with the provisions of the Standard Disaffiliation Agreement promulgated and published by the General 
Council on Finance and Administration of The United Methodist Church and such additional standard terms 
as have been established by the La. Annual Conference Board of Trustees and approved by the Louisiana 
Annual conference; and 


WHEREAS, a local church may not sever its connectional relationship to the United Methodist Church 
without the consent of its annual conference, and United Methodist Judicial Council Decision No. 1379 thus 
requires ratification of a disaffiliation agreement by a simple majority of the members of the annual 
conference present and voting: 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the Louisiana Annual Conference of The United Methodist Church, 
South Central Jurisdiction, in Annual Conference assembled, that the disaffiliation agreement executed by 
and between the Louisiana Annual Conference and the Trustees of Beulah United Methodist Church, be, 
and the same is hereby, ratified and approved; and, upon satisfaction of its terms and payment of all 
consideration provided therein, that two members of the Louisiana Annual Conference Board of Trustees 
are hereby authorized to execute any document(s) necessary to release any claims that the Louisiana 
Annual Conference may have under Book of Discipline Paragraph 2501 and other paragraphs of The Book 
of Discipline of The United Methodist Church, commonly referred to as the trust clause, upon and as to the 
property of Beulah United Methodist Church and its successor. 


Resolution Three 
For Approval of Disaffiliation:

claims that the Louisiana Annual Conference may have under Book of Discipline Paragraph 2501 and other 
paragraphs of The Book of Discipline of The United Methodist Church, commonly referred to as the trust 
clause, upon and as to the property of Wesley Chapel United Methodist Church of Homer, Louisiana and 
its successor.
